" Mr Sloper sole, and requetted the attention of the Houte to the 
hardthips which the propofed tax tended to impofe on the poor, [t 
was intended to levy an equal tax on candles of all deferiptions, whe- 
ther great or fmall. He thought this oppreffive; and that by impofing 
F er duty on a pound of large ¢andies, aad a leiferon {roalt ‘ones, 
the poor would be exempted from any additional burthen on this great 
neveilary of life; and the rich would not be fubjeéted to any hurdihips 
fidperior to. what it was reafonable to fuppofe they could bear. 
withed, therefore, that fome/elaufe of amendment to this purpofe 
were introduced into the bill. SE ede 
, Mr Rofé faid, that the introducing fueh a regulation would be at- 
tended with many incoaveniencics, and was iti it(elf impracticable. 

Sir James Fobujtone exprciied his farprife at what had been advane 

ced by the latter fpeaker: He maintained that fuch a reguiation was 
Doth praéticable and eafy, as the fubjedt naturally fell under diferent 
diftinétions: . Every one knew that there wasa great variety in tue 
fize of candies; fome were fixteen in the pound, and fome only four 
or five; what poflible ditheuity, then, could there bein taxing them 
according to theit rates? bes : 

Mr Ro? replied, that what he had advanced was not merely hisown 
epinion, but the fentiments of thofe who were much-berter acquat- 
ed with the matter in®queftion.. ‘Khe Commiffioners.of Excife had 
bcen_confulted upon the point, and they advifed that fuch a regulation 
involved in it fo many dihculties, that it was altogether impollible to 
‘be carried inte execution. 

. Mr Pulteney infifted that the difficulties couk! mot be of fuch a na- 
ture as repre nted : The fubjeét was obvious, and he, therefore, would 
not addpt the opinion which had been given of it ga the ip/e #xitof as 
ny man. ‘Candles were plainly of ditfeseut clailes; they outurally pre- 
feted themfelves as fabject to a tax in proportion. to their fizes; and 
it was moft confiftent with reafpn that they. dhould;be taxed in thet 
proportion. ‘This tlate of the matter was fo evivent, that the mean- 
eft capacity would take it up, and the poorer: part o. the com vu ity 
would not only fee but feel the injuitiee of any acdjuitmenc of the tax 
thgt was contrary to thefe plain principles. Why thould they be obli- 
sf to pay as much duty for their farthing candle, as their richer 
neighbour for his moulde¢ one? Such an indifcriminate impotition was 
mott inequitable and fevere, as it laid an equal burghen upon theie who 
were the leaft able to bear it | ‘ 

“Captain James Luttrell faid, that if fuck a diferimination were a- 

@opted, the tax woul be rendcied in a great degree inehhei. nt. If the 

arger candlesoly were taxed, and the imaller ones exempted, pco- 
pie of fortuste, from @ principle of frugality, would make ule of the

Mr Pulteney ttill maintaitied the grounds of his former argument, 
ridiculing the reafons which the lait fpeaker had. advanced agamit i.

He confidered the penalty 
as too rigorous. On account of a very {mall quantity of contraband

* The Solicitor General idefended the point objeftedto. Smuggling (he 
faid) had of late become-fo crying, ap evil, that the practice of it juiti- 
fied the moftstigoreuspunithment. His profeffion gave him frequent 
opportunities of inveftigating its molt intricate murnceuvres. He faw 
the difficulty, which wid inevi ably arife from admitting a diftindtion 

. between the owner and the mater or feaman of a veflel. | Under this 
idea, various frauds would be introduced, equally unfriendly to trade, 
and favourable to: fmuggling. For fuch was the length to which con- 
traband commerce had been of late carried, that even houtes of the 
greatett opulence were not afhamed to traffic in it. He illu(trated this 
point by a circum{ance which had been fully inveftigated the day be- 
fore ia a procefsin which he was officially concerned. his was a caufe 
before the Court of Exchequer. in which it wascleatly proved, that 
a great honfe in the diflillery line at Briftol had been guilty of taking 
off the plates of the locks onthe ftill-pots, {or the purpofe of procn- 
ring falfe keys, and defratding the revenue in the abfence of the Excife 
Officers. This fact had been clear y proved, and the parties of couife 
were conviéted. The Soliciter General added, that it was extremely 
dangeious tu introduce imnevations into the fyftem of penalties on this 
point, as it might give fcope for frefh evafion ; and juries, in this 
country were already fuieiently ttubborn in not giving verdiéts againtt 
{muggleis. Indeed, it wa¢almolt impoflible (he faid) to drive them

Mr <Atkinjon, however, thought the penalty fuggefted much too ri- 
gorous. It tended (he faid) to deftroy the principles of trade, aud was 
by no means founded im juftice. Was it fair or juft for an honett deal- 
er to be iubjetted to the feizure of property on account of the viilanous 
practice of the mafter of @ vefllel, or of accommon feaman. Mr At- 
kinion entered into a detail and difeuffion of the q.rious atts refpediing 
{muggiing, from the reign of Edward I’. down to the prefent times, 
pointing out rheir anfrn ndly tendencies on trade. ; 

He iliuitrated the hardthips arifing the minute and rigorous 
cr cumstances of penalties to.the fair trader, from acaufe in which he 
himicli had been perfonally concerned. On board a veflel of which he 
was part owner Kad been found fome bottles of Hollands belonging to 
one of the common feamen. ‘Thequantity was fuch as to entitle the 
revenue othcers to feize the veffel: ‘Vhe officer, however, who had 
made the difcovery was induced to overlook the illicit practice, in con- 
ficteration of afew dowceurs, On recounting, however, the ftory to 
his fuperiors, they interpofed, andif various fms had not been offer- 
ed, and a final dgreemeat adjutted, the whole property, to the amount 
of 5000 /. would have inevitably been feized. Now, was this equita- 
ble, or could any perfon have tolerated the evil with any degree of ac- 
quiefcence 2” He thought not. He and the houfe with which he had 
hitherte be¥n Coithedted had condadied a preity extenlive fcheme of 
trade, but he bélieved it was now their refolution, and not only theirs, 

, but that alf6 gt vafions others of gréat commercial concern, to with- 
draw chombelves frat a line of bulinefs in which their property was 
expoted to, fo precarious a tenure 

‘Lhe Sol citor General. Mi maintaining his former reafoning, infifted 
that the itete of affairs tequired the molt rigorous preventatives againit 
scontraband trade. ™ 

Mr Bariag obferved, that the various attempts to prevent fmuggling 
had in his opinion, only ‘promoted it. | 

Me Wagon thought the pevalties formerly enaéted againft fmug- 
ging, and which were propofed to be continued in the prefent bill, 
were too fevere, in many cafes nugatory, and tending rather to the 
encouragement than fuppreflion of the evil. He illu/trated this by fe- 
vera. ¢xamples which had occurred to him, and concluded his {peech 
by prefliag whathe had remarked ‘very foleminly on the confideration of 
the Howie. , : . , 

Mr Beaufey objegted ot the fame principles to'the penalties propofed 
by the pill. He thought them jboth incquitable ‘and inefficieut—was 
conviticed that they would tend more to the injury of the fair trader 
than to the difcouragement, of the practices they aimed to prevent, and 
gave it as his dpinion, thit no commerce could ever be carricd on tinder 
nich rigorous penalties. . ‘ 

The Chancelior of the Exchequer controverted all the argumerts which 
had been thrown out againitthe claufe. He taid it was nonew penalty, 
but one which had been juftided by experience, He adverted in parti- 

, cular to. what had fallin from Mr Atkinfon, What that Hon. Member 

had faid, he thought of.a fetious nature. On account of tlie penalty in 
qusftion, he hag exprelicd his determination not to continue 4 trade in 
which ne now found his property expofed to an unfair and precarious 
rifk. ‘Whis was furely extremely odd, and not the leis fo, as that Hon. 
Gentleman had tor a very confiderable time conduéted a fcheme of trade 
which he underftoad was not altogether unprofitable, expofed. too to all 
the penalties ot whicb he new complained, He thought, from the com- 
plexion of the prefent converfation, there might be n0 harm in printing 
the pill and reporti: g it, as had been propofed. 

Nir Wilberforce faid a few things in fupport of his former argumcht,

and of the affairs of the Eaft India Company, the fame was read a fee 
cond time, and the queftion having been put, that the faid Bill be 
committed, 

““ Mr Francis rofe to point out two or three particulars, which ap- 
peared to him to be miftakes in the wording of the Bill, aud which, if 
not miftakes, required fome explanation. In the 17th claute it was flas 
ted, that in cafe of the abfence or death of the Governdy-General of 
India, the power thould devolve to the Commander in Chief of the Prefi- 
dency of Fort William. Mr Francis remarked, that the Commander 
in Chief of the troops of the Prefidency of Fort William,. and the 
Commander in Chief of the forces, were too diftinét and feparate offi- 
cers; that the former had no feat in Council ; ‘tinlefs, therefore, the 
office of Commander in Chief of the forces, an office lately filled by Sir 
Eyre Coote, was meast to be abolithed, the Bill was wrongly worded ; 
if the office was meant to be eitablithed, it ought to be fo expreffed in 
the Bill. Another matter that appeared to him not alittle extiaordi- 
nary, was that part of.the Hill, that difqualified all perfons who had 
been in the Company’s fervice in India, and had returned to F ngland, 
excepting only tuch as had returned of occount of their health, and 
had not continued above a limited-time in this country, from returning 
again to India. He coukl not conceive, that this difqualification was 
meant to extend fo generally. ‘Fhe third point, to which he meant to 
call the attention of the Heufe, was that clanle, which, in fo mnany ¢x- 
prefs words, gave the Secretary of State, and his Board ef Commiffie 
oners, authority to fend orders to the Commander in Chief of the fore 
ces in India, without communicating fuch erders te the Court of Direee 
tors of the Eeft India Company at hoané, and, without communication 
of any kind whatever to the civil Government in Indja. Mr Francis 


» read this claufe, and obferved, as the claufe was worded, it went. to 


fuch an alarming length, that he could ‘not conceive it vas intended to 
fland as it did.
